soon would be followed by the volun- 
tary dissolution of other mergers. 


There Is u confident feeling nuiong 


those officials who hare knowledge of 
the character of the negotiations now 
in progress between Attorney General 
McReynolds and representatives of 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad system that an agree- 
ment soon will be reached for a set- 
tlement that will obviate any action 
In the'way of government prosecution- 
of the New Haven under the Sher- 
man law. Advices received at the de- 
partapent of Justice from Howard El- 
liott, the executive head of the New 
Haven system, show that he Is mak- 
ing progress in his efforts to arrange 
a plan of voluntary dissolution that 
will meet the attorney general's re- 
quirements.

that arrangements looking to a dis- 
solution of the sugar combination were 
well under way. They did say, how- 
ever, that there was good reason for 
the hopeful feeling. 


Apparently there is no foundation 


for report? that an agreement Is In. 
prospect for "a settlement of the gov- 
ernment's suit against the United 
States .Steel corporation. 
Officials of 


the departmpnt of justice were frank 
to say that the representatives of the 
steel corporation had shown.no in- 
clination to recede from the position 
they had taken, and It seemed to be 
certain that tlie case would be tried 
in the federal courts. 


That the /attorneys for the steel trust 


are honest in their belief that they 
will win in the litigation Is not 
doubted by some officials of the gov- 
ernment, bnt at the same time these 
officials are quite as confident that the 
government will be successful fn Its 
efforts to bring about the dissolution 
of the great combination.
